Quote 
"I am calling your attention to the factthat we are go» 
ing vo use Josh Gibson in all our remaining games.-~ I 
am letting you know in time so there wont be any contro» 
versy at the games". Now Josh Gibson was an ineligible 
payer, as he had gone to another country to play ball, 
anc both leagues had voted unanimously to bar all these 
men for three years. Receiving this letter the day be» 
fore the ball game did not allow any time to see Mr, Posey 
so I had no choice in the matter except to send the club 
to Vashington with orders not to play if Gibson played. 
The driver of the bis was instructed to go to the office 
as soon as he arrived so the park would have time to 
hear the story.
